Claims 1, 9 and 19 are characterized by the heating apparatus and method of electric oven 
that 'on-time* in on/off heating cycle is changed based on the difference between the current 
tcmperattire and the set temperature. 

The heating of the general oven is controlled by an on/off means as shown in D1-D5. 
However, none of D1-D5 disclose the subiect matter of claims 1. 9 and 19 and it would not 
be obvious to a person skilled in the art to derive the said subiect matter of claims 1, 9 
and 19 from the on/off heating means and method disclosed in D1-D5.
